Bo mbers Blasl Indu strial 
Milan« While Mo sq u ito 
Planes Visit Germany

LONDON, Aug. 16—British heavy 
bombers made another attack on 
industrial objectives of Milan last 
night and RAF Mosquitoes bombed 
Berlin, the air ministry announced 
to day . 
The attack upon Milan, hit twice 
previously since early Friday morn­ 
ing, was made in the bright light of 
a full moon. 
The Air ministry said a number 
of enemy fighters were encountered 
on the route to the northern Italian 
industrial center and at least two 
were destroyed. 
"Mosquitoes bomber targets at 
Berlin and other aircraft were en­ 
gaged in extensive minelaytng In 
enemy waters," 
the 
communique 
said. Mosquitoes also hit Berlin Sat­ 
urday night. 
The Air ministry, without saying 
whether heavy craft or Mosquitoes 
or both were meant, said 10 bomb­ 
ers failed t6 return and two fighters

•were missing from last nights op­ 
erations. 
The new RAF blow sustained a

British - American air of­ 
fensive that included raids Satur­ 
day night on Milan and Berlin, on 
the Axis airfield at 
St. Omer, 
France, daylight yesterday, and on 
six enemy airdromes in franee and 
Holland at dusk. 
Bomb Fighter Airdromes 
Strong forces of Flying Fortresses, 
roaring across the channel at the 
latest hour they ever have raided 
Europe, blasted the six airfields, of­

American Marauders hit St. Omer. 
Swim dispatches to London morn­ 
ing newspapers reported Milan was 
"one gigantic ruin” from the heavy

These reports said thousands were 
trying to get out of the blasted me­ 
tropolis where the populace repeat­ 
edly has demonstrated far imme­ 
diate peace. 
Fires again were visible in Milan 
early today and bomb blasts were 
audible In the Swiss frontier city 
of Lugano, 35 miles away. 
The Eighth air force communique 
reported "good bombing results" on

Enemy 
fighter resistance was reported weak 
and the anti-aircraft fire moderate. 
The

knocked down at least eight Nazi 
fighters while Spitfires accounted 
for two more.

Enemy Hits Portsmouth 
Enemy aircraft dropped bombs on 
a town on the south coast of Eng­ 
land last night and at several other 
scattered points on the south coast. 
It was announced this morning. Five 
were shot down. 
A number of persons were killed 
in the south coast town and some 
damage was caused.

NAZIS ARE IN 
FULL FLIGHT 
FROM ISLAND 


Americans Within Artil­ 
lery Range o f Messina« 
Anno u ncement Say s

States troops were overrunning the 
Axis rear guard today in the vicin­ 
ity of Mllazzo, 14 miles west of 
Messina, and it was officially stated 
that the end of the Sicilian cam­ 
paign “ is now at hand.”

Barcellona lies six miles south- 
southwest of Milazzo and 
16 miles

There is a big 
difference 
be­ 
tween baked beans and dairy prod­ 
ucts but they do have some things 
in commcn as the following article 
will prove. 
TOLEDO, Aug. 11. — Baked 
beans, prepared by 
a typhoid 
carrier in a Toledo wholesale 
food establishment, 
and 
dis­ 
tributed to the public through 
delicatessens and grocery stores, 
were the direct cause of 35 of 
Toledo’s recent typhoid cases. 
This was revealed today 
by 
Dr. R. H. Markwith, state health 
director. 
The authority of this article can 
not be questioned and It is a fact 
that many people are typhoid car­ 
riers without knowing it and that 
•here Is where dairy products come 
in. If the hired man that does the 
milking or anv other perdm comes 
in contact with the milk that is a 


typhoid carrier the milk is almost 
certain to be contaminated. Typhoid 
germs grow very rapidly in milk, 
within a few hours the organisms 
would count Into the millions. 
This milk received at the bot­ 
tling plant, likely dumped into a 
vat with other milk would go Into 
many homes and do its damage be­ 
fore the condition was known, and 
some doctor w'ould be wiring for the 
state health director. 
The only safe way Is to either 
boil the milk you get or buy pas­ 
teurized milk that you know ls safe 
under any condition such as the Old 
Reliable Dairy delivers and sells at 
their store at 840 W. Pershing st.

Actually , not much Is 
known about acute cory za or acute 
rhinitis — wjiioh Is what medical 
men call a running nose after the 
patients go home — but the most 
widely necepted treatm ent is to get 
plenty of rest, eat moderately and 
avoid ex posure to cold air. 
Sunshine is a good cold-chaser, 
but doctors say it Is better not to 
swim when the sniffles strike. 
If sy mptoms of a cold persist in 
summer, it’s likely to be n sneeze 
of a different color -hay fever, for 
instance. 
A rommon ty pe of hay fever oc­ 
curs in early autum n, the result of 
pollen being carried by the wind 
richt into the nasal tract. 
Doctors advise two way s of beat- ' 
ing hay fever: 
Get away from the atm asphere | 
where the pollen blows. This may ! 
be difficult, however, for the pol- j 
lens of ragweed and goldenrod are 
light 
and can be 
carried by the 
wind for long distances 
Or build up an Immunity . 
Doc- ; 
tors will do this by finding the al­ 
lergy and then give small doses of 
the offending substance until fin-j 
ally the body builds up a tolerance 
for it—and it becomes nothing to ; 
sneeze at. 


No Wo nder Co rn Requires 
Mo isture While Gro wing 


COLUMBUS, Aug. 16 .—J . A. Sli- 
pher Ohio State university ex ten­ 
sion agronomist, say s th at on a hot 
August day a “thrifty " corn plant 
will release Into the air about three 
quarts of w ater removed from the 
soil by the roots. 
Slipher declares th at the produc­ 
tion of a 100-bushel per acre y ield 
requires 2.000 tons of water during 
the growing season, and th at nor­ 
mal rainfall puts about th at amount 
on each acre of soil. However, he 
points out th at much of the water 
is lost through run-off and recom­ 
mends strip farm ing practices to 
farm ers bent upon securing m ax i­ 
mum y ields. 
In strip farm ing, where plant 
rows follow the land contours, each 
row acts as a tiny dam to retard the 
flow of water down the slopes. The 
strips are 
planted 
alternately to 
cultivated crops, small grains, and 
grass.
